Startin g May 15, Salem's East 
Cold Run Reservoir w ill be open 
to the public as a recreation area 
w ith facilities for fishin g, boatin g, 
picn ickin g an d parkin g. 


This was the target d ate set by 
Supt. of U tilities Aubrey Hayes 
after City Coun cil gave fin al ap­ 
proval last n ight to the often -d is­ 
cussed ord in an ce which open s to 
the public the 68-acre lake south 
of town .

$16 000 an d told her he was go­ 
in g to buy a F ort Wavn e motel 
He said the own ers refused the 
checks 
an d 
wan ted 
cash.

d id n ot receive the checks. 
At the time they met two men 
an d a woman at a hotel here 
The men id en tified themselves a« 
a lawyer an d a real estate agen t 
in volved in the motel d eal, an d 
the woman was in trod uced as the 
lawyer's wife.

Twentieth-Century Slave Market 


The most remarkable discovery made in 
the steel skirmish is the scarcity of popu ­ 
lar su pport for private enterprise and the 
apparent strength of su pport for political 
domination of bu siness. 
When President Kennedy excoriated prin- 
ci]%al elements in the steel indu stry more 
angrily than he ever has spoken against 
any of the cou ntry’s opponents, he seemed 
to be su ggesting that his personal anger 
was being saved for U.S. bu sinessmen. 


And when millions of his cou ntrymen, 
eves flashing and necks redding, sprang 
to the you ng President's side, praising him 
for lashing ou t at a basic sou rce of U.S. 
strength and wealth, they seemed to be su g­ 
gesting that they had waited a long time 


for a chance to lash ou t at bu siness the 
way they lashed ou t in the days when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt made a political ca­ 
reer of saying harsh things abou t bu siness­ 
men 


BUSINESS-BAITING came to a_ su dden 
stop in 1940 when Mr. Roosevelt needed 


bu sinessmen’s help in the war effort 
It 
wou ld come to a su dden stop today in a 
ctisis. Indeed this may have been only a 
fkirmish, signifying nothing, becau se no one 
has done more than Mr. Kennedy to ham­ 
mer home the pressing need for more in­ 
vestment in new equ ipment and additional 
p’ant to improve U.S. produ ctivity. 


That was all United States Steel Corp. 
and the other steel companies wfere aiming 
to do — get their hands on more capital 
lu nds for more equ ipment. 


Nothing was settled by the u nexpected 
ou tcome of their attempt to increase the 


tonnage retu rn on steel. Their problem still 
exists. The only way they knew how to 
solve it has been blocked. They are sched­ 
u led for government harassment and in­ 
vestigation for trying to do what they and 
Mr. Kennedy had agreed was necessary. 
The President disagreed with their means 
of raising money for modernization bu t has 
provided no alternative to do the sam® 
rhing. It's as thou gh he had objected to 
the wav the majority of the steel indu stry 
proposed to handle a problem withou t su g­ 
gesting any other way. 


THIS IS WHERE the problem rests now. 
President Kennedy wants all enterprise to 
expand and become more produ ctive. His 
objection to the Eisenhower administration, 
he said in his I960 campaign, was its failu re 
to lead the United States dynamically; U.S. 
produ ctivity was 
slacking 
off, 
he 
com­ 
plained. It needed 
to 
boost 
its 
annu al 
“ growth factor’’ as rapidly as progressive 
Eu ropean and Asiatic cou ntries. 


The steel indu stry is now marking time, 
waiting for political leadership to tell it 
where it’s su pposed to get money to pay 
for improvements in produ ctivity if it can’t 
get money from its cu stomers. 
Gov Rockefeller of New York has pointed 
cu t that only two of 20 legislative recom­ 
mendations and actions since the Kennedy 
administration took office have been de­ 
signed to help bu siness. One of these, more­ 
over, is being opposed by bu siness itself. 
These progressive 
produ cer in 
Eu rope 
and Asia all can point to the same secret 
of su ccess — government sympathy with 
their problems and government su pport for 
their efforts to improve their produ ctivity. 


Two Ways to Raise Money 


I 


The difference in viewpoint that distin­ 
gu ishes private enterprise most clearly from 
pu blic enterprise is on raising money. 
April 15 is the climax of the money-raising 
year for the federal government According 
to the scare stories being pu mped ou t by 
the Washington wind machine this is the 
last year income tax retu rns will be on a 
hit-or-miss basis as far as au diting is con­ 
cerned. 


In the fu tu re, electronic processing will 
figu ratively hold taxpayers u pside dow-n and 
shake the fillings ou t of their teeth. Federal 
spenders will get billions more withou t even 
relying on their cu rrent legislative gimmick 
to collect taxes on dividends and bank de­ 
posits first, then challenge the owners of 
the money to get it back if the dispu te the 
federal government’s right to confiscate it. 
This is the pu blic enterprise way of rais­ 
ing money—pass a law and dispatch pu bli­ 
cans to all corners of the land to make 
su re that everything claimed by Caesar is 
rendered u nto Caesar. The cu stomers is 
not always right. Qu ite the contrary. When 
the cu stomer dispu tes his government abou t 
his taxes he is u su ally wrong, plu s 6 per 
cent interest on w’hat he was wrong abou t, 
plu s a stretch in jail if he was wrong 
enou gh to be worth the pu nishment. 


THE PRIVATE enterprise way of raising 
money is more complex. 
Pu blic confidence mu st be inspired and 
maintained. 
Interest mu st be paid on all money—inter­ 
est and dividends. 
Taxes mu st be paid on the earnings of 
the money. 
Every move made by the handlers of 
tht 
money will be u nder official su rveil­ 
lance and a misstep may cau se a bevy of

THE WHOLE situ ation is best 
described in a “Wall Street Jou rn­ 
al editorial on Monday of

week, which said in part: 
"In a long life not withou t its 
share of amazements, w;e never 
saw anything l'ke it. 


“On Tu esday one of the cou n­ 
try’s steel companies annou nced it 
was going to try to get more 
money 
for 
its 
produ ct. 
And 
promptly all hell bu sted loose . . . 
“The President of the U n i t e d 
States went into what can only be 
described as a tirade. Not only 
had the company changed its price 
list withou t consu lting him bu t it 
had also set a price which, in his 
opinion, was ‘wholly u nju stified.’ 


“ With a long preamble in which 
be rang in the Berlin crisis, the 
soldiers killed the other day in 
Vietnan, the wives and mothers 
separated from their hu sbands by 
the reserve call-u p — all of which 
he cast at the feet of these ‘ir­ 
responsible’ steel officials — he 
wou nd u p by crying that these 
men had shown their ‘u tter con­ 
tempt’ for the welfare of the 
cou ntry'. 
“The response in Washington 
was instantaneou s. The Ju stice 
Department, the Federal T r a d e 
Commission, the congressional in­ 
qu isitors all leaped to arms. 
“Then came the night riders. At 
3 a.m. Thu rsday morning a re­ 
porter for the Associated P r e s s 
was 
awakened 
by 
government 
agents u nable to wait even for 
regu lar office hou rs in their driv­ 
en haste to find ou t what testi­ 
mony he cou ld give abou t 
t h e 
criminal condu ct of these steel of­ 
ficials. 


“At 5 a.m. it was the tu rn of 
ou r own reporter in Philadelphia. 
At 6:30 a.m. the scene was re­ 
peated in Wilmington, Delaware, 
for a reporter on 
the Evening 
Jou rnal.. All this withou t any war­ 
rants, only orders from the at­ 
torney 
general 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
“ By mid-Thu rsday morning the 
U. S. Steel Corp. had been su b­ 
poenaed for all docu ments bear- 
ing on the crime and had learned 
that a federal grand ju ry wou ld 
move swiftly to see what laws had 
been violated by asking three 
tenths of a cent a pou nd more for 
a piece of steel . . . 
“In su ch a climate it was not at 
all su rprising what the mailed fist 
cou ld do. All day Friday steel 
company offices were awash with 
government agents, w hile t he 
threats of pu nishment were mingl. 
ed with promises of reward for 
doing the ru lers’ bidding. 
“ It is a techniqu e of government 
not u nknown elsewhere in t he 
world, and it is a combination al­ 
most irresistible. So by Friday 
night Mr. Kennedy had his vic­ 
tory.” 


THERE WERE some cau stic 
comments from other cities across 
the 
nation. 
The 
Tampa. F la , 
Times in an editorial sail that 
President Kennedy “has taken u n­ 
to himself a veto power fu lly as 
weighty as that exercised by the 
Soviet Union in the United Na­ 
tions.” The editorial added: 
“The efforts last night of some 
radio commentators to impart a 
sense of delicacy to the Presi­ 
dent’s crackdown on Big Steel was 
almost lau ghable 
He waded in 
with both fists flying and never 
mind the low blows . . . 
“Bit 
Steel 
may yet salvage 
something ou t of this and may, at 
a later date, ju stify and secu re 
the price increase it claims essen­ 
tial. Bu t it will do so only with the 
concu rrence of the man in the 
Hou se. Like the song goes: Big 
John! Big John! Big John!” 
Here in Washington, the Eve­ 
ning Star in an editorial decried 
the rou bng ou t of reporters at 
three o’clock in the morning and 
the activities of government agen­ 
cies, inclu ding the orders given by 
the President’s brother to a fed­ 
eral grand ju ry. The editorial 
added: 
“This power shou ld be exercis­ 
ed only to investigate a su spected 
criminal offense and to prosecu te 
the offender if evidence o* crime 
is developed. It shou ld never be 
u sed as an instru ment of retalia­ 
tion by an ou traged president or 
or an angered attorney general.” 


WHERE, however, are the con­ 
servatives of both the Democratic 
and Repu blican parties, the men 
who have h:thertokchampioned the 
Constitu tion and fou ght against 
au tocracy in any form? 
They su rely cannot su ccu mb to 
the doctrine that, becau se pric® 
rises are u npopu lar, the “end ju s­ 
tifies the 
means.” 
For what s 
“popu lar” today will not always 
be popu lar tomorrow as the peo­ 
ple u ltimately get all the facts. If 
price and wage controls are ne­ 
cessary, Congress alone has t h a 
power to impose them by law. It 
certainly isn’t the fu nction of a 
president to make the laws with­ 
ou t Congress — at least not yet.

Du ring the winter ju st passed 
the yard bird at the Twillery fin­ 
ally finished the project of catch­ 
ing u p to deferred maintenance 
m landscaping that did not take 


into 
accou nt 
what

T here weTe manv such false witnesses, all perfectly 
willing to give perjured testimony against the Man 
o f 
Galilee. 
But most of them could not serve that evil end, even 
though they desired to do so 
Lhe reason was two-fold: 
First, the Council wanted a charge against Jesus that 
would be so serious in nature that it would both demand 
the Roman governors attention and at the same time 
call for the death sentence. 
Second, according to the Mosaic law, it was necessary 
that two witnesses, when ex amined separately, with the 
other not present, both testify to the same details of 
evidence against the accused. 
At last the Council found two men who no doubt 
had agreed outside upon what each would say. 
T he names of this infamous pair are not given in the 
Gospels. 
But it is easy to imagine their faces, each 
stamped with the hitter look of those who have drunk 
only the dregs of life and who hate the light of truth: 
Sly, stoop-shouldered, and wrapped in their mantles 
like vultures, thev shifted their weight uneasily from 
one foot to the other and blinked puffy eyelids as they 
stared into the bright flames of the lamps. 
So thev maliciously lied: 
“This fellow said, I am able to destroy the temple of 
God, and to build it in three days.” 
This statement was, of course, a perversion of the 
Savior s allusion to His coming death, the destruction 
of His bodily temple, wbicb He would again raise from 
tbe dead on tbe third day. 
Rut twisted to mean a threat against tbe Tem ple of 
Jerusalem, it was blasphemy— a capital offense to tbe 
Jews— and sedition, 
a crime meriting death in Roman 
eyes.

TEMPLE OF THE SUN — The unusual structure in the foreground of photograph ab ove houses 
the w orld’s largest solar telescope, now nearing completion at Kitt Peak N ational Ob servatory, 
40 m iles southwest of Tucson, Ariz. The structure stands 110 feet high; 
the diagonal shaft is 
480 feet long, 280 feet of it underground, as shown in diagram . Sunl’ght will b e reflected from 
a 
heiiostat (flat m irror) to parab olic m irrors 
inside the shaft and into the ob servation 
room. 
The telescope will have a focal length of 300 feet and will form images of the sun nearly a yard 
in diam eter, which m ay either b e photographed or directed into spectroscopes. The b ig instrum ent 
will perm it studies of the sun in greater detail than has ever b een possib le. 
Domes of the ob ­ 
servatory’s 84-inch and 36-inch stellar telescope are visib le in the left b ackground of the photograph.
